This “speck of war” in our western horizon 
elicits various “ editorials,” each regretting that 
in these “piping times of peace” our red brethren 
should have unburied the hatchet,—surprised and 
Avfeated @ dutevber oe orme MWinois militia, £é- 
ing fifty-two.
